the  coronet 


The  Coronet  was  the  round  headgear  worn  by  the  members  of  the  clans  of 
old  Scotland.  It  was  a  fairly  simple  and  floppy  round  cap  that  was  made 
beautiful  by  the  embellishments  added  to  it.  In  its  plain  state,  it  looked  like  a 
beret  of  today's  fashion.  No  Scottish  costume  was  complete  without  the 
Coronet  or  the  kilt,  which  was  a  plaid  "skirt."  Each  clan  was  represented  by 
its  own  coat  of  arms  and  Coronet.  Eventually,  the  name  was  changed  to 
"bonnet." 

Some  bonnets  had  Juniper  bush.  Laurel,  pine  needles,  eagles  feathers,  or 
other  wild  flowers  affixed  to  the  right  or  left  side.  Specific  clans  used  specific 
"badges"  like  these  as  their  identifying  marks.  It  was  these  various  badges 
that  made  the  bonnet  beautiful.  Most  of  these  cloth  bonnets  were  dark- 
colored.  Dark  blue  was  a  popular  shade  among  the  clans.  A  brightly- 
colored  cloth  ball  was  fastened  to  the  top  in  the  center  of  thebonnet. 

Some  Scots  of  nobility  wore  Clogoids;  metal  "skull  caps"  that  protected 
their  heads  better  than  cloth  bonnets.  They  were  elaborately  jeweled  to 
show  off  the  military  strength  of  the  Scot.  The  Scot  never  failed  to  decorate 
his  Clogaid  with  eagle  feathers  and  his  clan's  badge.
